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IT  may  not  be  wide  of  the  mark  to  say  that  half  of  the  irritations  of 
life  come  from  one  person  trying  to  impose  his  will  upon  another. 
This  is,  of  course,  the  more  true  when  it  is  done  in  anger  or  in  the  heat 
of  an  argument.  If  this  be  true,  then  it  would  follow  that  half  of  the 
irritations  of  life  would  be  eliminated  if  people  stopped  speaking  or 
arguing  in  anger. 

We  drive  down  the  road  and  thoughtless  drivers  tempt  us  to  hoot 
our  horn  at  them  in  anger.  How  many  wars,  with  all  their  train  of  dis- 
aster and  sorrows,  have  begun  when  the  Head  of  State  in  the  spirit  of 
anger  hurled  his  troops  across  the  borders  of  his  neighbour? 

That  part  of  our  nature  begins  sometimes  to  show  itself  even  in 
babies.  They  cry  to  be  held.  If  the  parent  does  not  respond,  the  cry  turns 
to  one  of  anger.  If  this  succeeds,  the  pattern  is  soon  set.  Every  time  the 
child  wants  his  own  way  he  resorts  to  crying  in  anger,  and  the  parents 
have  a  problem  on  their  hands.  To  yield  feeds  the  problem. 

Is  there  a  place  for  anger  in  our  natures?  We  recall  our  Saviour 
taking  a  lash  and  driving  the  money-changers  from  the  Temple.  When 
we  become  angry  about  injustice,  righteous  anger  spurs  us  to  correct 
the  wrong.  Some  of  mankind's  greatest  steps  forward  have  come  when 
angry  men  would  no  longer  tolerate  injustice.  Perhaps  this  is  why  our 
Creator  made  this  a  part  of  our  nature. 

It  is  a  source  of  woe  when  it  is  not  used  properly.  Something  goes 
wrong  at  work.  We  become  angry.  From  fear  of  losing  our  job,  wet  let  it 
boil  within  until  we  return  home.  Then  in  a  travesty  on  life  we  snap  at 
those  we  love  most  on  the  slightest  pretext.  Soon  everyone  in  the  house 
is  angry  and  all  sunshine  is  replaced  by  gloom.  L;ke  a  stone  thrown  into 
a  quiet  pond,  the  ripples  go  on  and  on.  Can  you  imagine  a  person  ready 
for  heaven  who  snaps  in  anger  at  the  slightest  pretext?  Do  we  not 
win  our  way  back  to  our  Celestial  Home  as  we  overcome  the  base  and 
rude  side  of  our  nature? 

President  McKya  has  said,  "Man's  chief  concern  in  life  should  not 
be  the  acquiring  of  gold,  or  of  fame,  or  of  material  possessions.  It  should 
not  be  the  development  of  physical  powers,  nor  of  intellectual  strength, 
but  his  aim,  the  highest  in  life,  should  be  the  development  of  a  Christ- 
like character." 

Would  we  not  hasten  this  development  by  curbing  our  nature, 
especially  when  tempted  to  be  aigry.  As  the  hymn  says, 

"Angry  words,  oh  let  them  never 
From  the  tongue  unbridled  slip. 
May  the  heart's  best  impulse  ever 
Check  them  ere  they  soil  the  lip."

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IN  THE  HOME 


A  STUDENT  of  psychology 
was  given  an  assignment  to 
ask  a  series  of  questions  of  some 
of  our  very  young  people  as  part 
of  his  studies  at  the  university. 
Among  the  questions  he  asked 
was:  "Who  are  the  three  greatest 
men  in  the  world?" 

The  first  youngster  he  asked  this 
question  of  was  seven  years  of  age. 
The  reply  of  the  child  was. 
"George  Washington,  Abraham 
Lincoln,  and  Brigham  Young."  I 
thought  that  was  a  mighty  good 
answer  for  a  seven-year-old  boy. 

The  student  went  two  houses 
down  the  street,  and  he  asked  the 
same  question  of  a  five-year-old 
child.  "Who  are  the  three  greatest 
men  in  the  world?" 

The  five-year-old  youngster  re- 
plied, "Our  Heavenly  Father, 
Jesus,  and  President  McKay." 

If  you  could  add  50  years  to  the 
age  of  this  five-year-old  child.  I 
doubt  that  he  could  give  a  better 
answer  than  he  did  when  he  was 
interviewed  at  that  tender  age.  In 
my  opinion  this  was  a  remarkabye 
answer  for  a  five-year-old  child.  It 
denotes  the  excellent  teaching 
which  is  going  on  in  the  home. 

This  university  student  then 
asked  another  question  of  a  lad 
just  turning  three  years  of  age — 
not  much  more  than  learning  to 
talk.  He  said  to  the  three-year-old 
boy,  "Who  is  God?"  After  a  pause 
of  about  a  second,  the  youngster 
said.  "Sunday  School".  In  other 
words,  he  identified  the  word, 
God,  with  Sunday  School. 

The  student  then  remarked, 
"One  day  I  asked  this  same  ques- 


tion of  a  girl  much  older:  Who 
is  God9  She  said,  'That  is  a 
naughty  word.  We  do  not  say  that 
in  our  home.' " 

To  me,  these  statements  are  full 
of  meaning.  Even  though  children 
are  very  young,  good  training  by 
the  parents  usually  stays  with 
them  all  their  lives."  (Carl  W. 
Buehner,  General  Conference. 
April  7.  1956.) 

This  simple  illustration  points 
out  in  a  very  clear  and  natural 
way  just  exactly  where  the  youth 
in  the  world  today  receive  the  bulk 
of  their  religious  and  moral  train- 
ing—in the  home.  The  relationship 
of  parents  and  youth  within  the 
home  is  the  most  vital  determining 
factor  in  the  make-up  of  the 
child's  behaviour  in  the  world 
about  him.  These  years  "in  the 
home",  especially  the  earlier  ones, 
is  the  time  to  teach  our  children: 
while  their  minds  are  still  open 
and  pliable.  The  scriptures  point 
out  very  explicately  the  respons- 
ibility of  the  parents  to  their 
children  in  the  book  of  Mosiah. 
4.14-15.  "And  ye  will  not  suffer 
your  children  that  they  go  hungry, 
or  naked;  neither  will  ye  suffer 
that  they  transgress  the  laws  of 
God,  and  fight  and  quarrel  one 
with  another,  and  serve  the  devil, 
who  is  the  master  of  sin.  or  who 
is  the  evil  spirit  which  hath  been 
spoken  of  by  our  fathers,  he  being 
an  enemy  to  all  righteousness." 

"But  vs  will  teach  them  to  walk 
in  the  ways  of  truth  and  sober- 
ness: ye  will  teach  them  to  love 
one  another,  and  to  serve  one 
another."

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SALISBURY 


THE  Salisbury  Branch  reminds 
one  of  a  railway  terminal 
with  people  always  coming  and 
going.  This  is  typical  of  a  young 
country  like  Rhodesia;  people 
coming  to  look  at  the  prospects 
and  in  the  process  travelling 
around  quite  a  bit.  During  the 
years  we  have  had  many  fine 
families  come  and  stay  with  us 
from  a  few  months  up  to  a  few 
years,  and  then  move  to  other 
parts  of  the  Federation,  South 
Africa,  England  and  America. 

We  have  had  the  privilege  and 
pleasure  of  meeting  many  fine 
missionaries  as  they  have  laboured 
in  this  part  of  the  mission  field. 
At  one  time,  due  to  visa  problems, 
we  had  all  Canadian  missionaries. 
Salisbury  is  not  an  easy  place  for 
missionaries  to  work,  and  they 
have  to  work  hard  for  every  con- 
vert gained.  This  past  year,  how- 
ever, has  been  a  particularly  good 
one,  and  we  have  seen  a  marked 
increase  in  the  baptisms  here.  The 
Lord  is  truly  blessing  the  people  in 
this  part  of  the  land. 

During  part  of  1961  and  1962  we 
have  had  two  families  from  the 
American  Consulate  with  us — the 
Taylor  and  Larson  families.  They 
have  been  a  tower  of  strength  in 
the  Branch,  and  it  has  been  a 
great  joy  to  have  them  with  us. 

During  the  past  five  and  a  half 
years  we  have  had  seven  different 
meeting  places.  It  seems  as  of  we 
have  never  been  able  to  find  "the 
place",  and  no  doubt  the  reason 
being  that  the  only  place  we  will 
be  able  to  settle  in  is  our  own 
Chapel.  In  1960  we  had  our  hopes 


raised  for  a  Chapel  when  two  mis- 
sionaries visited  us  on  their  way 
to  Umtali.  They  told  us  that  our 
new  Mission  President,  President 
Alldredge,  was  going  to  build 
Chapels  in  the  South  African 
Mission,  and  that  one  of  them  was 
to  be  in  Salisbury.  When  President 
Alldredge  made  his  first  visit  to 
Salisbury,  he  spoke  of  having  four 
stage  expanding  Chapel — a  Chapel 
built  in  stages  according  to  the 
growth  of  the  Branch.  It  was  then 
that  he  gave  us  the  figure  of 
R1,000  as  Salisbury's  participation 
to  commence  building.  He  said 
that  everyone  in  the  Branch 
should  be  assessed  to  give  them  all 
the  opportunity  of  partaking  of 
the  blessings  that  go  with  doing 
this  great  work.  Everyone  was 
assessed  and  fund  raising  projects 
were  begun,  and  the  R-1,000  was 
raised  in  the  first  three  months. 
We  continued  to  raise  money  for 
now  we  are  going  to  build  a  com- 
plete  Chapel. 

Precident  Alldrege's  view  is  that 
blessings  do  not  come  C.O.D.,  and 
that  although  we  may  raise  money 
with  cake  sales  and  by  other 
means,  the  Lord's  way  is  with  the 
assessment. 

We  have  been  ready  to  build  our 
Chapel  since  the  middle  of  1961, 
but  we  have  had  one  disappoint- 
ment after  another  regarding 
building  sites.  The  Lord  has 
showered  down  his  blessings  upon 
us,  and  we  feel  that  this  year  a 
Chapel  is  going  to  be  built  here 
in  Salisbury.

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HONOURING 

the 

PRIESTHOOD 


THE  greatest  blessing  that  can  come  to  a  man  upon  the  earth  is  to 
hold  the  holy  Priesthood  of  God.  Relatively  speaking,  there  are  very 
few  men  upon  the  earth  who  hold  this  great  authority,  and  those  who 
do  hold  it  should  hold  it  with  high  esteem. 

Why  should  we  as  holders  of  the  Priesthood  hold  this  power  in  such 
high  esteem?  To  find  out  why,  let  us  find  out  just  what  the  Priesthood 
is  and  why  we  have  it.  The  holy  Melchizedek  Priesthood  is  the  greatest 
power  upon  the  earth.  No  bomb  of  any  size  has  the  power  equal  to  that 
of  the  Priesthood.  The  Priesthood  is  the  authority  to  act  for  God  upon 
the  earth.  Being  given  such  a  high  honour  as  this,  men  should  treat 
the  Priesthood  which  they  hold  with  reverence  and  use  it  wisely. 

In  the  DOCTRINE  AND  COVENANTS,  Section  121,  we  read,  "That 
the  rights  of  the  Priesthood  are  inseparably  connected  with  the  powers 
of  heaven,  and  that  the  powers  of  heaven  cannot  be  controlled  nor 
handled  only  upon  the  principles  of  righteousness."  In  this  passage  we 
learn  two  things,  namely,  that  the  rights  of  the  Priesthood  which  we 
hold  are  connected  with  the  powers  of  heaven,  and  that  this  Priesthood 
must  be  controlled  with  righteousness. 

This  same  Priesthood  that  we  as  male  members  of  the  Church  hold 
today  is  the  same  Priesthood  that  was  the  power  that  created  the  earth. 
With  such  power  in  our  possession,  it  is  no  wonder  that  God  has  com- 
manded that  we  use  it  with  wisdom  and  righteousness. 

The  Priesthood  holds  the  keys  for  the  sealing  of  things  on  earth  and 
in  heaven  such  as  Temple  Marriage,  and  it  also  holds  the  power  of 
loosing  things  on  earth  and  in  heaven.  If  such  power  was  left  with  an 
unrighteous  man  the  consequences  might  be  tragic. 

What  does  happen  when  we  use  the  Priesthood  for  our  own  ambi- 
tions rather  than  in  the  service  of  the  Lord?  Let  us  read  once  again 
from  Section  121  of  the  DOCTRINE  AND  COVENANTS:  "That  they 
may  be  conferred  upon  us,  it  is  true;  but  when  we  undertake  to  cover 
our  sins,  or  to  gratify  our  pride,  our  vain  ambition,  or  to  exercise  control 
or  dominion  or  compulsion  upon  the  souls  of  the  children  of  men,  in  any 
degree  of  unrighteousness,  behold,  the  heavens  withdraw  themselves; 
the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  is  grieved;  and  then  when  it  is  withdrawn,  Amen 
to  the  Priesthood  or  the  authority  of  that  man."  Thus  we  can  see  the 
importance  of  honouring  our  Priesthood. 

Let  us  all  try  much  harder  in  the  future  to  magnify  our  callings  in 
the  Priesthood  to  a  greater  extent  than  we  have  done  in  the  past.  Let 
us  take  heed  of  the  Lord's  admonition  and  lay  aside  our  pride  and  vain 
ambitions  and  use  our  God-given  authority  for  the  upbuilding  of  His 
kingdom  upon  the  earth.  It  is  my  prayer  that  we  will  do  this  and  also 
gain  a  greater  understanding  of  the  Priesthood.

THE  scope  of  the  Sunday  School 
is  so  wide,  its  aims  so  far- 
reaching,  and  its  responsibility  so 
great  that  actually  to  consider  the 
aim  of  the  Sunday  School  presents 
a  great  variety  of  possibilities.  Ask 
yourself  this  question,  "Do  I  fully 
appreciate  the  tremendous  task  of 
the  Sunday  School?"  Put  your 
answer  into  a  simple,  straight- 
forward phrase  that  will  convey 
the  full  importance  of  the  Sunday 
School  and  then  judge  for  your- 
self the  vast  responsibility  of  this 
organization. 

First,  take  into  consideration 
two  million  or  more  souls  involved, 
now  glimpse  the  greatness  of  the 
task.  Second,  take  into  account  its 
depths  from  the  pre-existence  to 
the  resurrection,  then  begin  to  get 
a  measure  of  understanding  of  its 
responsibility.  Couple  these  two 
with  the  infinite  greatness  of 
Gods  creation  and  you  receive  a 
better  concept  of  the  depth  and 
breadth  of  the  Sunday  School 
movement.  You  will  begin  to 
understand  as  well  that  it  is  vitally 
connected  with  the  salvation  of 
every  single  soul.  The  goal  of  the 
Sunday   School   is   unfathomable. 

But.  what  does  the  Sunday 
School  mean  to  the  individual.  To 
several  the  question  was  posed, 
"What  would  you  say  is  the  pur- 
pose of  the  Sunday  School?"  The 
answeir,  ranged  as  follows:  "To 
prepare  the  people  for  exaltation 
in  the  Kingdom  of  God";  "By 
learning  the  Gospel  Principles  in 
Sunday  School  and  taking  an 
active  part,  I  obtained  a  better 
understanding  of  the  importance 
of  the  family  unit  in  the  Kingdom 


of  God  and  so  was  better  equipped 
to  rear  my  family  in  the  path  of 
righteousness":  "To  teach  to  all 
the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ";  "The 
Sunday  School  teaches  me  to  run 
my  home  as  a  sacred  institute  of 
God  and  induces  me  to  be  active 
in  the  Church";  and,  "By  attend- 
ing Sunday  School  I  get  a  far 
deeper  insight  of  the  Gospel  Prin- 
ciples". 

Others  were  asked  "What  does 
the  Sunday  School  mean  to  you 
personally?'  and  these  are  several 
of  the  answer?  which  I  received: 
"The  Sunday  School  means  learn- 
ing, learning  means  knowledge, 
and  with  knowledge  I  can  progress 
to  my  Heavenly  Father's  King- 
dom"; and,  "Not  only  through  the 
Sunday  School  must  I  try  to  be 
a  good  exampie.  but  I  must  show 
that  it  is  possible  to  obey  the 
commandments  that  are  given  to 
us  and  thereby  try  to  become 
perfect:  Enoch  and  his  people 
were  perfect  by  living  the  Gospel 
Principles:  and  so  was  Christ: 
Why  not  us?" 

The  Sunday  School  is  to  prepare 
us  so  that  our  behaviour  patterns 
conform  to  that  of  the  Gospel 
Principles,  to  become  a  righteous, 
delightsome  people,  to  make  of  us 
just  what  Peter  has  said,  "A  royal 
Priesthood,  an  holy  nation,  a  pecu- 
liar people,  that  ye  should  show 
forth  the  praise  of  Him  who  hath 
called  you  out  of  darkness  into  His 
marvellous  light."   (I  Peter  2:9.) 

This  then  is  the  goal  of  the 
Sunday  School,  to  teach  us  how  to 
become  perfect  even  as  our  Father

ledge, desire,  or  understanding  of 
the  clean  concepts  of  the  Gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ.  How  do  we  meet 
and  over  come  our  obstacles? 

Here  is  a  story  of  a  young  girl 
who  met  an  obstacle  squarely.  A 
few  years  ago,  a  14  year  old  girl 
was  riding  alone  on  a  train  head- 
ing for  the  western  United  States. 
At  one  stop,  a  middle-aged  woman 
sat  down  beside  her  and  they 
began  to  talk.  Subject  after  subject 
was  discussed — finally  religion  was 
brought  up. 

When  asked  which  religion  she 
attended,  the  girl  stated  she  was 
a  "Latter-Day  Saint";  the  woman 
was  Catholic. 

The  woman,  smug  in  her  limited 
knowledge  of  the  "Mormons"  asked 
what  the  "Mormons"  taught,  ex- 
pecting a  strong  defence  from  the 
young  girl.  But,  instead  the  girl 
sat  and  thought.  What  could  she 
answer?  All  the  girl  could  think 
of  was  the  Articles  of  Faith  which 


she  had  learned  in  primary  and 
M.I.A.  She  began  quoting  them. 
The  smile  of  satisfaction  turned  to 
a  look  of  astonishment  as  the 
woman  sat  back  and  listened. 

Because  this  young  girl  was 
prepared  to  meet  and  overcome 
the  obstacle  of  prejudice,  because 
she  did  not  shrink  or  shun  a 
situation,  the  woman  later  was 
converted  and  became  an  active 
member  in  the  Church. 

An  unusual  situation?  No.  Each 
day  we  are  acting  as  ambassadors 
for  our  Father's  Kingdom,  our 
speech,  our  action  tell  the  world 
exactly  what  a  "Mormon"  is.  We 
are  either  helping  tear  down  walls 
of  prejudice  built  through  the 
years,  or  we're  adding  more  bricks. 

For  us  are  set  forth  the  greatest 
examples  of  religious  leadership 
the  world  will  ever  know  to  pat- 
tern our  lives  after.  The  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith,  persecuted  from 
early  childhood,  driven  from  town 
to  town,  state  to  state,  mocked 
and  hated,  yet  standing  forth,  a 
noble  son  of  God,  living  a  life  so 
pure  that  no  condemnation 
brought  on  by  a  prejudiced  world 
could  hold  him,  and  in  the  end, 
because  of  selfishness  and  jealousy 
of  the  world  he  died  a  martyr's 
death.  Yet  the  memory  of  the 
noble  Prophet  never  dies  or  even 
dims.  And  we  have  his  life  before 
us  today  as  a  guide  in  our  own 
lives. 

Yet,  greater  still,  the  life  of 
Jesus  Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  who 
taught  the  world  the  principle  of 
love.  He  as  well  was  hated,  mocked, 
betrayed  by  those  closest  to  him, 
denied    by    one    of    his    dearest 
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friends,  and  yet  asked  forgiveness 
for  those  who  crucified  him.  Today 
his  life  shines  brightly  before  us. 
his  life  changed  the  destiny  of 
humanity,  wrought  greater 
miracles  and  affected  man's  life 
more  profitably  than  any  other 
solitary  man.  For  us  He  left  a 
promise:  "Whosoever  therefore 
shall  confess  me  before  men.  him
